More than 350 wheelchair-bound tennis players from 
25 countries, including Russia, will gather in Irvine 
October 8 through 16 for the 15th Annual U.S. Open 
Wheelchair Tennis Championships. The tournament, 
held each year at the Racquet Club of Irvine, traditionally 
attracts between 1,500 and 2,000 spectators for the final 
games, in which professional players duke it out with im- 
pressive power and agility. 

"The best players in the world all have some kind of 
sponsorship and play three to four hours a day," says Brad 
Parks, head of the nonprofit National Foundation of 
Wheelchair Tennis, which is based in San Clemente. "The 
power of their hits is truly incredible, and they have all the 
same strokes as the top professional players — the drop 
shots, the lobs, the smashes. The difference in the game is 
that it's a lot more like chess, more strateg)' than move- 
ment. It's especially interesting during a doubles match be- 
cause it's so different to watch." Parks himself is a former 
champion and was the winner at the first wheelchair tennis 
tournament held in Griffith Park in 1977. 

The U.S. Open has since become the largest and most 
prestigious wheelchair tennis tournament in the world. 
It's the culmination of the Grand Prix circuit, which 
boasts more than 70 wheelchair tennis events nationwide. 
According to Parks, wheelchair tennis is the fastest-grow- 
ing of all wheelchair sports. Players abide by the standard 
rules set forth by the U.S. Tennis .Association, with one 
major exception: the ball may bounce twice before the 
player hits it. 

The tournament includes Junior, Master's and Mixed 
Doubles divisions as well as the 
traditional Men's and Women's 
Singles and Doubles. Educational 
seminars and clinics with keynote 
speakers will also be featured, and 
the first annual VVTieelchair Sports 
Expo will be held at the racquet 
club from October 10 through 12. 
Products on display will include 
state-of-the-art lightweight sports 
wheelchairs, and water skis de- 
signed for the disabled. 

Admission to both the tourna- 
ment and expo are free to the pub- 
lic.

His list of 
credits is as long as that of the fa- 
mous film industry personalities he 
has interviewed over a career that 
began as a Time/Life correspondent 
and continued for the next 30 years 
as a columnist arts and entertain- 
ment editor, and editor emeritus for 
the Los Angeles Times. 

His reviewing style has been de- 
scribed as elegant even by those who 
have been nicked by his pen once or 
twice. Of Champlin's reviews. Alfred 
Hitchcock once said: "He can cut to 
the bone and draw blood with the 
best of them. But for the most part 
Charles Champlin manages, through 
the most adroit and felicitous manip- 
ulation of the English language, to 
convey distaste and disappointment 
One is not merely injured, one is rep- 
rimanded as a creative artist" 

Champlin's Coming Attractions is 
designed to satisfy the appetite of 
both film students and movie buffs. 
Included in the course will be the 
chance to watch Champlin interview 
"major players" — the actors, direc- 
tors, writers and producers associat- 
ed with the movies reviewed in the 
course.

With the July inauguration of the new $8.2 million 
Central Library in Newport Beach, going to the li- 
brary now means searching through CD-ROM computer 
databases and wandering through spacious, lighted aisles of 
current books, magazines, compact discs and videos while 
catching sweeping ocean views through huge picture windows. 

The library was designed by architects Simon Martin- 
Vegue Winkelstein Moris of San Francisco and James L. 
Pirdy of Newport Beach, who softened the contemporary' 
look by adding a trellised arcade at the entrance and gar- 
dens around the building. 

Inside, after walking through the open 26,152-square-foot 
main floor, browsers ascend a green-and-gray slate staircase 
with views of Newport Beach or Catalina Island at each level. 
The second floor "electronic village" will stock 300,000 mi- 
croforms, 500 current magazine and newspaper subscrip- 
tions, plus 260,000 books and recordings. 

The kid-sized Children's Room is named for John and 
Elizabeth Stahr, the original co-chairs of the Newport 
Beach Public Librarj- Foundation which helped raise more 
than $2 million in private funding for the library. The 
room includes a listening/viewing center, bins of picture 
books and a storytime area, complete with the Big Dipper 
constellation painted on the ceiling. 

The Central Library is located at 1000 Avocado Avenue, at 
Pacific Coast Highway and iMacArthur Boulevard. Call the li- 
brary at 717-3800 for more information.

CABLE CARS. ThE GOLDEN GaTE BrIDGE. 
Picturesque hills dotted with Victorian 
houses. The Union Square shopping district. 
An active arts and culture scene. The fog that 
swirls through the Golden Gate every after- 
noon, streaming into the bay and then enfold- 
ing the entire city in its cool, silvery embrace. 

These much-loved sights are only part of the reason why 
millions of people travel across the countr\', or halfway 
around the world, to visit San Francisco ever)' year. But 
perhaps what is best about San Francisco is that it is con- 
stantly reinventing itself There are always new things to 
do, excellent new hotels and restaurants to try, and new 
neighborhocxis to explore. The City by the Bay is a destina- 
tion that never grows stale, and it is little more than an 
hour's flight from Orange Count}'. 

Here are some "musts" for your next trip to San 
Francisco, whether it's your first visit 
or your twent\'-first. 

One of San Francisco's 
newest — and most luxurious — hotels 
is the Ritz-Carlton on the eastern 
slope of Nob Hill. T"he 336-room 
Ritz-Carlton has taken over the for- 
mer Pacific Coast headquarters of 
Metropolitan Life, an impressive turn- 
of-the-century neoclassical building 
designated as an official city landmark.

The luxurious Mandarin Oriental Hotel literally rises 
above all its rivals because it is located on the 38th to 49th 
floors of the city's third tallest building. Guests are invari- 
ably transfixed by the panoramic view: the cit)' marching up 
and down the hills, San Francisco Bay, the Golden Gate 
Bridge and the endless blue-gray expanse of the Pacific 
Ocean. For a special occasion, reserve a Mandarin Room 
junior suite. The large marble bathroom has a deep tub 
where you can soak in your scented bubble bath, drink 
champagne and gaze out a floor-to-ceiling picture window. 

Later in the evening, you and yours can create your 
own sk\'-high dining room. Just order room ser\'ice fi-om 
Silks, the hotel's highly-acclaimed restaurant. Recently 
voted by readers of Conde Nast Traveler as one of the 20 
best restaurants in the nation. Silks' cuisine is a sophisti- 
cated blend of Californian, French and Asian influences. 
Then, enjoy your private candlelit supper for two over- 
looking the bay and the city's lights. 

For those who would rather spend 
their money shopping than on a hotel 
room, San Francisco has many well- 
located hotels that offer comfort and 
charm for about $125 to $150 a 
night. For lower rates, ask each hotel 
about weekend or off-season specials. 
The Triton, located on Grant Avenue 
opposite the gates to Chinatown and 
just three blocks from Union Square, 
is an exuberant high-style hotel with 
cutting-edge design and a youthful 
clientele. The Tuscan Inn, which is 
popular with families, is located in 
the heart of Fishennan's X-NTiarf, only 
steps from Ghirardelli Square, Pier 
39 and the cable cars.

of Market Street, and many 
rooms have spectacular 
views of San Francisco Bay 
and the Bay Bridge. 

San Francisco has always 
been one of the nation's 
leading restaurant towns. 
In the 1970s, Chez Panisse 
and other innovative Bay 
Area restaurants introduced 
the culinary revolution 
known as California cui- 
sine, with its passion for 
fresh, flavor-filled ingredi- 
ents. During the 1980s, 
however, culinary leader- 
ship moved from the Bay 
Area to Southern Califor- 
nia, particularly Los An- 
geles. Now, according to 
many food critics, San 
Francisco has again taken 
the lead. In fact, some of 
Southern California's best- 
known chefs (including Wolfgang Puck, Michel Richard 
and John Sedlar) have opened restaurants in San Francisco. 

One of the city's best new restaurants is The Dining 
Room at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, which has received the 
San Francisco Chronicled highest four-star rating. But extraor- 
dinary cuisine is only one reason The Dining Room attracts 
food-loving San Franciscans as well as hotel guests. In the 
Ritz-Carlton tradition, the decor is sumptuous, the lighting 
is soft and flattering, and the service is flawless. No waiter 
ever arrives at the table asking, "WIio gets the rack of 
lamb?". Chef Danko, maitre d' Dawn Gilliard, and somme- 
lier Emmanuel Kemiji "understand what luxurious dining 
should be in the 1990s," a Goiinnet critic recently pro- 
claimed, "and they have created an atmosphere of sophisti- 
cation and warmth unique in my experience." 

Of course, you may not want a culinarv' epiphany every 
night of your San Francisco visit. WTiere, for example, does 
chef Danko go on his nights off? Some of his favorite casual 
restaurants include Friangle, "a bustling French bistro with 
Basque influences," on Fourth Street; Moose's, serv-ing 
"good Mediterranean/Italian food, with an excellent bar 
and live entertainment, such as jazz piano," on Stockton 
Street in North Beach; LuLu, "a large, friendly restaurant 
where they bring large platters of well-prepared food to the 
table" at Fourth and Foisom streets; and Wu Kong, "a busy, 
inexpensive Shanghai-style restaurant with incredible dim- 
sum and a mosdy Chinese clientele" on Spear Street. 

Once a run-down commercial and residential neighbor- 
hood, the sprawhng South of Market Street district, often 
called SOMA, is rapidly becoming one of the most vibrant 
districts in San Francisco, particularly around the George 
Moscone Convention Center. 

In October 1993, for example, the Center for the Arts at

^'erba Buena Gardens 
opened at 701 Mission 
Street between Third and 
Fourth streets. Often called 
the "Lincoln Center of the 
West," this $44-million 
complex has a 755-seat the- 
ater, acclaimed as one of the 
best equipped in Northern 
California, and an Arts For- 
um with three separate gal- 
leries plus a large room for 
dance performances. 

In January 1995, the 
new $60 million San 
Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art will open at 
151 Third Street across 
from the Convention 
C;enter. This bold 225,000- 
square-foot red- brick 
building, designed by Swiss 
architect Mario Botta, has 
expanded exhibition halls, 
multi-use facilities for classes and workshops, and a the- 
ater for lectures and film programs. 

But that's not all that's happening in SOMA. The 
Ansel .Adams Center for Photograph}-, a museum devot- 
ed to presenting and interpreting all photography, is lo- 
cated at 250 Fourth Street. The Cartoon Art Museum 
will move to Verba Buena Center later this year. 
Children's Place, an arts, culture and recreation complex 
for children, is scheduled to open in 1996 on Howard 
Street between Third and Fourth streets. In mid- 1996, a 
325,000-square-foot entertainment and retail complex 
will open on Fourth Street, with a 15-screen multiplex 
tlieater, an IMAX theater, shops and restaurants. 

For several decades. Union Square and the adjacent 
streets have been the location of San Francisco's finest 
shops: I. Magnin, Saks Fifth Avenue, Neiman Marcus, 
Hermes, Gucci, Tiffany, Carrier and Gumps, to name just a 
few. The area was ever-so-elegant but a bit moribund. 
Now, "Union Square is undergoing a tremendous transfor- 
mation," says Gavin Power, retail columnist for the San 
Francbco Chronicle. "Once known as a bastion of old-line re- 
tailing, the area is now attracting the trendiest shops, 
restaurants and entertainment." 

Morton's Steakhouse, a Disney store and Borders Books 
and Music will open later this year at 400 Post Street at the 
northwest corner of Union Square. Planet Hollywood and 
Virgin Megastore are moving into a building on Stockton 
Street off Union Square. Nike will open a Niketown super- 
store at Stockton and Post streets in 1995. 

Of course, all these changes have upset some Union 
Square regulars. But who says you can't drop off your kids 
at Planet Holh'wood while you do some serious shopping 
at Gumps or Tiffany? CC

Legends 

The minute you set foot in Legends in Costa iVlesa, you 
know you're walking on hallowed sports ground.

On big game 
days like the Super Bowl or Ixmng Fight Nights (when 
there's a cover charge), the line outside snakes around the 
cavernous building. Monday Night Football fans can expect 
to wait 10 to 30 minutes if they don't arrive an hour to an 
hoiu--and-a-half before kickoff time.

You 
can usually take in three to four games or events at once. 
Amid the usual clientele of local businesspeople you'll find a 
lot of Los Angeles Kings fans sporting silver and black.

Centerfield 

Even though its name makes reference to America's fa- 
vorite pastime — baseball — it's Monday Night Football that 
draws the biggest crowds at Centerfield. Fans at this 
Himtington Beach sjxirts bar come in all shapes and sizes, 
from families with small children to the corporate crowd. 
As much of a draw as the sports shown on the three big 
screens and seven regular screens are stand-up comedy on 
Tuesday night, pool playing on Wednesday night, and live 
music Friday through Monday evenings. 

Fans and sports ignorants alike can find something to en- 
joy on Centerfield's massive menu, which includes basic bar 
fare plus huge breakfasts and dinner entrees. And happy 
hour prices make this sports bar a draw during the week 
and on weekends.

Out of Bounds 

Out of Bounds ranks as the favorite sports bar of the 
twentysomething crowd. The clientele at this Huntington 
Beach bar is too young to remember when the Raiders still 
played in Oakland or when Los Angeles only had one bas- 
ketball team. Although the crowd is young. Out of Bounds 
is one of the oldest sports bars in the county. It has televised 
ever\' football game since 1986 on its six big-screen and 25 
regular televisions. Sports are only part of the attraction at 
Out of Bounds, which also features live bands on Simday 
nights and plans to add Top 40 bands on other weekend 
nights. A dance floor keeps the Generation Xers on the 
move, and other diversions include arcade-style games.

The Place 

Casual doesn't begin to describe the laid-back atmos- 
phere at Corona del Mar's best-loved sports venue, with 
its six regular televisions and one big screen. The tiny 
bar on Pacific Coast Highway is the favorite watering 
hole for local softball and basketball league teams, so ex- 
pect to see a lot of cleats and dust amid the sports mem- 
orabilia and the jukebox near the entrance. Sometimes so 
many softball and basketball players squeeze into The 
Place on weeknights you can barely move. A\\ that to- 
getherness makes it a great place to meet people, 
whether you want to or not. 

The Place is what a sports bar ought to be: casual, 
friendly and fun, with lots of hootin' and hollerin'. Need 
another pitcher of beer (they run $7) but can't maneuver 
your way to the bar? Just shout out your order to the 
high-energy bartenders and the patrons will gladly pass 
it down to you.

American princess from Queens who 
brings her own brand of sanity to an up- 
tight jVIanhattan household. 

With its special blend of put-down 
humor, Earth-mother wisdom and 
high camp, The Nanny enjoys dream 
viewer demographics, not the le.ist of 
which are a sizable gav tollowing, no 
doubt clue in large part to the outra- 
geously tarty clothes Drescher wears 
on the show — and she 
wears them well. 

Shaped like a screen 
goddess of yesteni-ear, with 
a billowing mane of raven 
hair, voluptuous ruby lips 
and smoldering almond 
eyes, 37-year-old Drescher 
fills out a dress like no one 
else in show business today. 
When she undulated onto 
the stage in a Geoffrey 
Beene sheath during the Comedy 
Awards last May, the audience mem- 
bers' eyes popped out of their heads 
and a crescendo of wolf whistles went 
up in the auditorium. 

Right now, Drescher is undulating 
out of her dressing room in a S4,500 
Todd Oldham evening gown encrusted 
with jewels and sequins, and no one 
does it better. As she mo\es, you arc re- 
minded simultaneously of Jessica 
Rabbit and a well-heated lava lamp. 

She drops herself sinuously into a Up- 
sdck-red so& and looks up at the camera 
lens with her sloe eyes. Her hairdresser 
primps her hair. Her clothes stylist ar- 
ranges the train of her sldrt. Her makeup 
assistant dusts the shine off her nose for 
the umpteenth time. A coterie of 
acolytes and sundry hangers-on flit 
about with exa^rated self-importance. 

Drescher lies on the sofii like a glit- 
tering mermaid, a sight to behold. Then 
she opens her moutli. 

''Pec-chih\ WTiadda you think?" 

The sound breaks the spell like an 
air-raid siren. Drescher^ Queens-bred, 
New York-cured voice has been \ ari- 
ously described as a human foghorn, 
the braying of a mule, a nasal honk, an 
adenoidal whine. But nothing can pre- 



pare you for the incongruity of the 
body from heaven being manied to the 
voice from hell. Still, it didn't stop 
Esquire from voting her the woman they 
would be willing to learn a new lan- 
guage — Queens-ish — for.

"Pee-dah" is her husband Peter Marc 
Jacobson, her high school sweetheart, 
her husband since 1978, her co-cre- 
ator/co-executive producer/co-writer on 
TUrr Narmy, and her number-one fan on 
and off the record. Tie also looks like 
he's from a different planet: slender 
build, wasp features, limpid eyes, hair- 
commercial hair, and as neutral an ac- 
cent as the Americas can produce. 
Deadpans Jacobson: "I grew up on the 
wrong side of the nasal line in Queens." 

It's that sense of humor, they both 
say, that makes their opposites-may-at- 
tract-but-tbis-is-ridiculous relationship 
work. "We look at everything the same 
way, find the humor in everything," 
says Jacobson. "That, and the fact that 
I'm extremely good in bed." 

"It's true!" Drescher laughs, half 
honk, half bray. "VVTiy just this morn- 
ing.... Let's just say I'm always satisfied." 

It has been that way for diem since the 
10th grade, \\ hcn they met as 15-year- 
olds at Hillcrest High School in 
Flushing, Queens. Fnxn die start, they 
knew exactl\ what they wanted to do in 
Ufe: produce their own comedy shows 
and movies, and eventually create a 
Desilu-like empire. They fed themselves 



a steady diet of sitcoms, studying them 
closely and analyzing what worked and 
what didnt Dresdier brandwd out mto 
movies, Jacobson into writing and pro- 
ducing as well as acting, but along the 
way they made sure they always had 
plenty to eat on the table. They both 
went to beauty school to have something 
to fall back on, and even today, between 
their 1 6-hours-a-day, five-days-a-week 
writing and shooting marathons for The 
Nanny, they still manage to run a 
goutmet crouton business, named "Loaf 
and Kisses," on the side. 

"I wasn't going to stay in 
the business and not make a 
good living at it, because I 
didn't want to get old and be 
worried about where my 
next meal was coming 
from," says Drescher. And as 
she approached her mid- 
thirties, she and Jacobson 
realized that they would 
have to make it happen for 
themselves. "I reached an age where ei- 
ther I was going to be a leading lady or 
I was not going to work in films." 

"WTien you're a woman and you're 
over 30, to work in film in this town is 
virtually impossible unless your're al- 
ready a big star," says Jacobson. The 
problem as he sees it is Drescher's larg- 
er-than-life personality. He claims she 
often was cast as the best friend in a 
movie, only to have the female lead veto 
the decision. "She was so unique, so dif- 
ferent, many times the best friend up- 
staged the star." In an industry filled 
with fragile egos and powerfiil agents, 
the egos and agents won e\ er\- time. 

Drescher puts it more blimdy. "They 
won't cast me as second banana to Julia 
Roberts because I'm too pretty. I should 
be playing Bette Midler's roles, but 
Bette Midler is playing her roles." 
When her television series Princesses, in 
which she starred with Twiggy and Julie 
Haggerty, was cancelled after a minus- 
cule run, the Studio put her on hold to 
keep her talent on tap, but it didn't take 
long for Drescher to realize that noth- 
ing was going to be coming down the 
pike for her distinct perscmaUQr unless it 
was created specifically for her. If she 
wanted the good roles, she would have

to be a star first. Drescher and Jacobson 
decided they would have to tailor-make 
a role for her themselves. 

Then Fate stepped in. Drescher 
found herself sitting next to CBS net- 
work president Jeff Sagansky on a flight 
to France. "My first thought was, 
'Thank you, Lord!' and I ran to the 
bathroom to put on some makeup." 
Nine hours of listening to that voice 
would make anyone agree to anything, 
so, not surprisingly, by the time they ar- 
rived in Paris, Sagansky had agreed to 
let Drescher and Jacobson come in and 
pitch some ideas for sitcoms that might 
work for her. Fate was not yet done 
with Drescher, however. On her return 
to the States, she stopped in London to 
visit Twiggy, with whom she had be- 
come close friends during the shooting 
of Princesses. "I felt so out of place in 
that environment," says Drescher. 
"Everything was so English, so proper. I 
felt like this loud New Yorker, so crude, 
so blue collar, so Jewish." Twiggy and 
her husband were out much of the time, 
and Drescher found herself alone with 
their two teenage children, at a loss for 
what to do with them and how to do it. 
The rest, as they say, is the stuff of 
Hollywood legend. 

"I called Peter and said, 'What do you 
think about a takeoff of The Sound of 
Music, only I come to the door instead of 
Julie Andrews?'" Jacobson loved it. 
"That's an idea that will sell," he 
promised her. Within four months, their 
Funny Girl meets The Sound of Music sit- 
com had gone from pitch meeting to pre- 
production, with Jacobson and Drescher 
as executive producers and writers. And 
the network that was notorious for axing 
new shows after just one episode sud- 
denly found itself with a surprise hit on 
its hands. Prior to airing, it was their 
highest-tested show in three years. 

Everyone has theories as to why the 
show has been so successful. Despite the 
couple's efforts to trumpet The Nanny's I 
Love Lwry-like qualities, Drescher is no 
Lucille Ball. Critics point out that her 
comedic abilities are limited to good 
timing in delivering her punch lines, and 
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as a physical presence she is barely more 
than a gesturing clothes horse. The sto- 
ry lines often are simplistic, and the oth- 
er characters on the show have been 
criticized as being no more than one-di- 
mensional foils for the nanny's wise- 
cracks. Yet those same critics have noth- 
ing but praise for both Dresher's and the 
show's incandescent charm. What is in- 
teresting is how Jacobson and Drescher 
have their analysis of the show — includ- 
ing the buzzwords — down pat. 

"The show appeals to both adults and 
children, but we've also got a very hip 
core audience," he says. 

"The silhouette of the show, blue 
blood meets blue collar, the fish-out-of- 
water, has universal appeal," she says. 

"Audiences can relate to what Fran's 
character says," he adds. "She says what 
everybody else only thinks." 

They may have their promotional 
spiel nailed, but cynics shouldn't write 
them off as "gone Hollywood" just yet. 

"We're very lucky," says Jacobson 
with surprising candor. "The networks, 
the studios, the audiences — they've all 
been so supportive. We're doing what 
we always wanted to do. All we're trying 
to do is make people laugh." 

"Wlien we were travelling through 
Italy recently," says Drescher, a self- 
confessed Europhile, "everything we 
saw and did was so beautiful, and we 
kept saying, 'This is what The Nanny has 
brought us.'" 

"You can't go into this business think- 
ing that it's an)T:hing other than a busi- 
ness," adds Jacobson. "As long as you 
can sell tickets, you're hot. As soon as 
you can't, you're out." 

Sixteen years of trying to make it in 
the business have made them realistic, 
but they're far fi-om embittered. Barbra 
Streisand, iMeryl Streep, Sally Field, 
Goldie Hawn — their well-publicized 
polemics on how the only way women 
will ever make it big in Hollywood is by 
taking charge of their careers, starting 
their own production companies and 
creating their own materials have be- 
come a Hollywood anthem. But Fran 
Drescher won't bad-mouth the system. 
"It all depends on how slottable you 
are," she says. "If you are a familiar type 
and they know what to do with you.

But if you're an 
oddball like me, it's hard for people. 
Generally, writers are not writing for 
you, so you keep auditioning for things 
that are written for normal people. You 
either get, 'No, she sticks out too much. 
She doesn't fit the ensemble,' or you get 
an imaginative director who says, 'Yes, 
that's the way to go with it.' I'm not in- 
sulted that I didn't have, you know, 
Michelle Pfeiffer's career. I'm objective 
about the business aspect of the busi- 
ness, and I understand that it's just a 
matter of dollars and cents. 

"I'm an entrepreneur by nature. I've 
always been a person who can start with 
nothing and create a business, and I've 
always looked at show busi- 
ness as the same thing. I 
know how to take my talent 
and turn it into a business." 

That she does. The wom- 
an who prefers to wear mut- 
ed colors and soft Donna 
Karan designs when she's 
away from the limelight 
knows how to service the 
Fran Drescher persona in 
public. "The voice, the com- 
edy, the largeness of my 
personality — Peter always 
thought that that's what was 
going to be my ticket, to give 
me stardom," she says. 

"Fran knows what her au- 
dience wants," adds Jacobson. 
"\Mien Cher would go on a 
talk show wearing torn jeans, 
people would be disappoint- 
ed. Where were those Bob 
Mackie dresses she w'ore to 
the Oscars? Fran has always * - 
been very glamorous. De- 
signers love her — she's a great 
canvas for their dresses, and 
that's fun to watch on tele^- 
sion. It's nice to see someone 
put some effort into trying to 
entertain people." 

Drescher is the first to ad- 
mit that being entertaining 
doesn't necessarily mean be- 
ing funny. "A lot of what 



seems fiinny about what I say is not my 
intention," she says. "It just comes out 
funny. And of course there's my funny 
voice on top of everything else." Both 
Letterman and Leno love having her on 
their shows because she knows how to 
"guest." She dresses to the hilt, and she 
invariably brings along an outrageous 
anecdote or two, which she delivers in a 
droll, agonizingly slow adenoidal whine. 
By the time the payoff line arrives, the 
audience is at such a fever pitch they fall 
in the aisles laughing, mosdy with relief. 
One night she had Letterman in stitch- 
es — no mean feat — as she described how 
her sweater caught fire during a dinner 
party she threw for the network brass, 
and in an inspired flash, CBS head 
honcho Howard Stringer whipped her 
top off and left her bare-chested in

front of all her guests. "The next thing 
I know, we're picked up for another 
season," she deadpanned. 

"And for your next story," 
Letterman shot back, "I'd like you 
to use your real voice." 

Needless to say, these live audiences 
love her, a point not lost on Hollywood's 
power players. Now, as a bona fide 
celebrity, Drescher has the star jxjwer to 
call the shots. She insists on having her 
own stylists attend her at photo 
shoots — take that. Vanity Fairl — and she 
and Jacobson have full creative control 
over their show, which they call their 
baby. In August, Drescher inked a six fig- 
ure deal with HarperCollins for a book 
about her adventures in Hollywood. 
Their production company is at work on 
a Nanny spinoff and a Nanny cartoon; 

mo\ies-of-the-week, includ- 
ing one on the life of 
Twenties vamp Clara Bow, 
are on the drawing boards; 
and they're looking for a 
movie to shoot in Italy so 
they can indulge their pas- 
sion for travel. 

"We can put together 
whatever we want," says 
Drescher with enormous 
satisfaction. "We can pull 
together a movie for me; we 
have zillions of ideas and 
we know writers who can 
write for me. What The 
Nanny has given us more 
than anything is the ability 
to move and shake within 
the industry and not be de- 
pendent on anyone else. 
The same way we made this 
happen we can make any- 
thing happen." 

Critics agree that until 
now Drescher has invariably 
been funnier than her mate- 
rial. The question is not if 
she will break from her tradi- 
tional role of the street-sawy 
siren, but whether she 
should. After all, Hollywood 
has always loved gorgeous 
smart-mouthed broads. As 
they say in the business, if it 
ain't broke, don't fix it. OC

' I again in my mind as the Indian sun hammered

felt like a heating pad on high. The water in my bottle was hot. And there wasn't a shade tree 
in sight. ■ My traveUng partner, Jason, was on the camel leading our little caravan of three 
camels, four people and lots of hay. Three days in the desert by camel had sounded as exotic and 
as far from home as we could get. We opted for a "nontourist" safari — one where w e would he 
away from other foreigners and see real desert and real desert people. ■ On the ;iniiiial just 
ahead of me, Ali, our guide, sang popular Hindi folk songs with the gusto of a nasal Pav arotti. 
He turned around and hollered, "You like my songs?"

What could I say? "Great! Sing on." 
I'm saddle sore, hotter than twice-cooked 
pork, more dehydrated than beef jerkj', 
and this guy has the energy to sing? 
More power to him. 

I re-adjusted my saffron-colored tur- 
ban to shade my eyes. Ali and his friend 
Rosson had chuckled to themselves when 
they learned that my turban was pre-tied 
and stitched into shape, but it worked fine 
for me. I couldn't unwrap it and use it as a 
towel or blanket like 
they could, but it helped 
my head stay cooler 
than a hat would have. 
Plus, sporting the dark- 
est tan of my life and a 
set of kiircle pyjamas, I 
looked almost native. 

I was literally trusting 
my life to Ali and Ros- 
son: A day earlier, I 
could have found my 
way back to the town of 
Jaisalmer from where 
we started, but on day 
two, every sand dune 
and desert shrub 
looked the same. 
Pakistan was about 40 ' 
miles west. New Delhi 
roughly 350 miles east. 

Just getting to Jaisalmer to start 
our camel trek had been a chal- 
lenge.

Every stop along the way seemed 
a bit more barren and a bit hotter 
than the one before. This wasn't the 
India I'd seen in City of Joy or 
Ghavdi. Many times I had looked 
out the train window and wondered 
how people could sur- 
vive in the vast expanse 
of sand and heat. 

Yet there I was, on a 



camel in the middle of that ver\' desert 
with two guys who had spent their 
whole lives there. Two days earlier I 
didn't know them. Now I just hoped 
they'd find shade and stop for a 
break — soon — but I hoped in vain. We'd 
been on the camels since about 9 o'clock 
that morning and now it was pushing 
11. I turned side-saddle to give my 
thighs a rest. Side-saddle on a camel is 
not for the faint-hearted. The ground is 
a good 1 1 or 12 feet below eye level; add 
in the camel's uneven gait and the slope 
of his hump (which you sit on the front 





of) and it's a real thrill ride. As soon as I 
got comfortable, Ali decided the camels 
should run. So much for side-saddle. 

Quite frankly, camels have absolutely 
no interest in being ridden, and it's litde 
wonder why: You control the camel (at 
least you hope you control him) with a 
rope attached to a wooden peg, about 
half an inch in diameter, which is pierced 
through the camel's nose. So, as if to con- 
stantly remind you of his displeasure, the 
camel constantly belches and blows the 
nasty smell of regurgitated hay into your 
face. But to be fair, camel riding does 
have its benefits. The 
beast kneels all the way 
dowTi to let you on and 
off, it doesn't try to 
buck you off, and it al- 
ways seems to have a 
silly grin on its face de- 
spite the heat, wind, 
sand, and the unwel- 
come load on its back. 

After running a cou- 
ple of miles I saw the 
oasis — just a few tall 
shrubs and a couple of 
medium-sized trees, but 
enough to give us some 
shade. Hallelujah! Not 
far away was a well. 
Rosson lowered and 
raised the bucket by 
hand over and over to get enough 
water for the camels and for us. 

I watched the camels drink and 
felt a little cheated. UTiat about all 
those childhood stories of camels 
only drinking once a week and 
storing the water in their humps? 
Ali assured me that the stories 
were true — when necessar\', camels 
can go two weeks without a drink. 
But when water is available, a 
camel likes a cool drink just as 
much as the next guy. (I have since 
learned that the camel stores fat, 
not water, in its hump.) 

Lunch was the same thing we'd 
had for dinner the night before — 
potatoes, cauliflower and tomatoes, 
all stewed together with

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ing well and would just have some bread 
and peanut butter. Still, he cooked 
enough for 1 0 people and insisted I eat. 

Then came a surprise treat. Rosson 
took a pot and .snuck up behind a nearby 
goat. He caught the beast and then pro- 
ceeded to milk it. He added rice, sugar 
and spices to the milk and stirred the 
whole thing over a small fire. Desert 
dessert: rice pudding alinost as tasty as 
Grandma used to make. VVe all slopped 
some onto our plates and ate it with our 
fingers, the way they eat alinost every- 
thing in India. Everybody was really 
happy, except the goat. 

Lunch wrapped up and we each 
found a spot in the shade. Unfor- 
tunately, in the desert, shade and cool 
are not synonymous, but it felt good to 
be out of the sun's glare. 

.A.li and Rosson started chatting in 
Hindi. I decided it was time for a little 
cultural exchange. "Prince Ali! Mighty is 
he! Ali Ababwa!" I belted out the tune 
from Disney's Aladdin at the top of my 
lungs. "Strong as 10 regular men defi- 
nitely!" Ali and Rosson stared at me in 
shock. Even the goats stopped eating and 
stared. Our guides didn't understand the 
words, but Ali recognized his name. He 
had never heard a song about himself in 
English and he was suitably impressed. 
I'd shown him that he wasn't the only 
singer in our caravan. Since I didn't know 
how to saddle a camel, this was the best I 
could do at cross-cultural male bonding. 

Communication with these guys was 
quite a trick. Ali spoke "tourist English," 
but Rosson didn't speak English at all. 
Jason and I were constandy pushing Ali 
to the limits of his English and teaching 
him new words. Rosson just listened and 
smiled. Ali looked 10 years older than his 
28 years; the desert sim has a way of ag- 
ing people. All's young wife and two chil- 
dren stayed in his native village while he 
was in Jaisalmer guiding camel safaris. It's 
easier to earn money guiding foreigners 
on camels than raising goats and camels 
in the desert. His net worth was about 
$600 — the value of his two camels. 

"How far is your village from 
Jaisalmer?" I asked him. 
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"Long, long way. W'hen wife come to 
visit ever\- other month, bus ride for her 
is many hours. UTien All go to village 
other months to visit, ride camel two 
days. Bus too much money." 

I rearranged myself to stay in the con- 
standy moxnng shade, and pulled an old 
copy of Time magazine out of my bag. I 
thumbed through the pages looking for 
an article I hadn't already read. The 
sweat on my fingers smudged the ink on 
each page. Ali inched closer and looked 
over my shoulder. He pointed to a color 
photo of Bill Clinton. "Your brother?" 

I laughed out loud. Good grief! I 
didn't even vote for him. "No, the presi- 
dent of my country — United States' 
leader," I explained. "India's leader is 
Rao, United States' leader is Clinton," I 
said, pointing to the photo. I turned the 
page. It was some article about the 
Kennedy assassination theories. 

Ali pointed to a group of people in a 
photo. "Your family?" 

I suddenly realized that this man had 
probably never seen a magazine before, 
at least not a magazine with color photos. 
Schooling in the desert villages was mini- 
mal at best, so neither .\li nor Rosson 
had been ver\' well educated. I somehow 
felt like an out-of-place teacher with only 
a smudged copy of Time for a textbook. 

"No, Ali, there are no pictures of my 
family in this book." He looked some- 
what puzzled.

them side by side, pnlm up, on the table. 
She touches my fingertips — I feel the tin- 
gle of her fingernails and the cold of the 
metal table against the back of my hands 
and knuckles. 

"Look at me," she says, and I begin to 
laugh. She must be joking, I think. But 
she tells me to keep my head straight, 
and it suddenly comes to me: My eyes 
are drifting again. My eyes are not a part 
of me anymore.

What I touch is simple: a small, metal- 
lic band and a jagged stone — Margo's 
wedding ring. 

WTiat I feel is not so simple. My wife 
of three years makes me feel like a child 
learning to speak, learning to walk. VMiat 
1 want to say is this: After six months of 
total blindness, I can do better. I've made 
some progress. 

If I were able to see, I would remind 
Margo that I ha\ e the ability to recognize 
a wedding ring with my eyes closed. 
Since I can't see, I will say this instead: 
Being blind is not so much having lost 
my ^^sion as it is learning to see things in 
other ways. I have to touch, smell, listen. 
I have to feel. I have to learn everything 
over again. I've lost my vision, but I 
haven't lost my memory. I remember the 
simple shape of a wedding band. 

"I'm ready," I tell Margo. "I'm ready 
for something more difficult than wed- 
ding rings." 

I listen for the smooth whisper of 
Margo's voice. I hear nothing except the 
foreign voices that surround us. The soft 
voices combine with the sound of rain, 
steady and never-ending in sensual, ro- 
mantic Venice. Like the wedding ring, 
Margo's silence is something I am able to 
recognize without vision. But Margo's si- 
lence is the kind of silence that means 
I'm not ready tor something more diffi- 
cult. I need to make more progress first. 

Here's what I do in the name of 
progress: I open my fingers and allow 
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Margo's wedding ring to slip away. When 
the ring falls, there is nothing, no sound. 
Then there is the metallic sound of the 
ring spinning on the table. An abrupt si- 
lence follows. Finally the ring sounds tin- 
ny against the cobblestones. The table 
tilts against my stomach and I know 
Margo has jumped from her chair. 

"Sit down, Margo," I insist. "I can find 
it." 

"I don't know you anymore, Nick." 
WTiat Alargo didn't know was that I was 
capable of doing something like this. 

I lean to my right and nearly fell over, 
but manage to catch myself by holding 
tightly on to the metal table. I rummage 
my fingers in the open, linear spaces be- 
tween the cobbles, through the chunks of 
wet, sandy dirt and soggy cigarette butts. 

"People are staring at us," Margo says. 
I hear the way her clothing rubs against 
the metal edge of our table. The table 
shifts slightly towards me. Margo is shd- 
ing back down into her chair again. 
"They're looking," she says. 

V\Tiat the people see, I think, doesn't 
matter. If I could see them, I might be 
concerned. Since I can't see them, I can 
pretentl they don't exist. 

I continue to feel. 

I try to see with my fingers until I find 
the ring wedged between two cobble- 
stones. I consider tossing the ring away, 
like a man who has the ability to take to- 
tal control, a man who still possesses all 
of his senses. I mean, I found the ring 
without Margo's help. That's definite 
progress. I toss this image around in my 
mind: the ring flying above the tables, 
above the heads of the seeing people. 
Here's what I do instead: I lift the ring 
away from the cobblestones and hold it 
above the table like a magician, the hand 
quicker than the eye; the hand better 
than the eye, literally. Then, out of 
nowhere, comes the feeling of a hand 
against my own and quickly Margo 
snatches the ring away from my fingers. 

I don't make a sound. I don't make a 
move e.Ycept to take small sips of my 
beer. Margo tells me that everyone is still 
staring at us, which is just her way of say- 
ing I have humiliated her. 
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"We need more drinks," I say- 

"You can't see them." 

"I don't need to see my drink. I only 
need to taste it." 

"You know what I mean," says Margo. 
"You can't see the people looking at 
me... at us." 

"Oh," I say. "I see." 

"No, you don't see, Nick. That's the 
problem." 

For a while, my wife and I say nothing. 

I sit back in my chair, touch my fingers 
to the spilled beer puddled on the table. I 
feel the rain's mist against my face. 

I hear Margo taking a hea\y breath 
and then she says, "What I'm trvnng to 
tell you, Nick, is this: If you could see 
again, everything would be different." 

"Are you embarrassed?" I ask, crossing 
my anns and leaning my chair back on 
the two rear legs. She is embarrassed, I 
think. How can she avoid embarrassment 
when she's living with a man who can't 
use his eyes? 

"You didn't have to drop the ring." 

I hear Margo shift in her chair. I hear 
Margo's silence, the way the voices from 
the cafe overtake her. 

"Answer me, Margo." 

"Maybe a litde embarrassed, but..." 

I know what's coming. I turn my head, 
as if I can look away. 

"...you're still my husband, after all," 
says my wife. 

Moments later, Margo lifts my hands 
from the table and places them around 
my drinking glass to make it easier to 
find. An act she performs gendy, natural- 
ly, but I don't need her charit\'. 

"I can find my own drink, Margo," I 
say, extending my hands — my arms— out 
straight, fingertips against the table, 
touching, pretending to search for some- 
thing, anything, until I find my glass. I 
play the role of the blind man as if I'm 
not blind at all. 

"I'm not trjing to insult you," she says. 
"It's just difficult for me. Si.x months is 
not a long time. You'll have to give me a 
chance to understand, Nick. I don't know 
what you're feeling anymore. I don't 
know what you're seeing." 

What I see is this: a soft, dark nothing. 
The nothing I see now is not a cold, 
harsh black. The nothing I see is dark, 
gray and lifeless.

V\Tiat I imagine is this: I see Margo's 
fingers fiddling widi her wedding ring, a 
ner\'ous habit I recall from a rime when I 
could see, before the Lincoln Continental 
ignored the Do Not Enter sign at a blind- 
ing 60 miles per hour. I see a woman who 
will not look at me when she speaks to me 
since she cannot stand to watch my eyes, 
the way they shift now, ne\'er steady, in 
haphazard movemenLs like dancers out of 
sync. Despite her recent gift of sunglasses, 
Margo can still sense my eyes. 

I do not have to see my eyes to know 
what they appear to be. The iris is unnat- 
urally white, the pupils drift, are not sta- 
ble, seemingly separated from my living 
body. I know these things because I still 
have my memory, and T remember what 
blind people look like. 

Blindness has not erased my intuition, 
eidier. I know that being blind gives my 
wife the creeps. 1 also know diis: When 
Alargo looks at me in bed at night with 
the lights on, it's like looking at a dead 
man. My eyes, unnaturally pallid and life- 
less, must seem to pass right through her. 

I tell Margo about being blind. I tell 
her I .see more than she thinks. "Close 
your eyes," I say. "See for yourself." 

Margo says nothing. I hear the sound 
of her fingertips tapping against the table. 
With me, her husband, she is ner\-ous. 
She is playing with the wedding band. 

"Close your eyes," 1 say. "'lell me what 
you see." 

But Margo tells me nothing. The 
sound from her fingers against the metal 
table suddenly stops. She begins to speak 
slowly, almost whispering, and I know 
she has closed her eyes. I sense this — in- 
tuition — Margo is pretending to be like 
me. She says, "In my mind I see you're 
speaking, but I can't hear you. In my 
mind you're looking at me, but you can't 
see me." 

For a moment, .Margo says nothing. 
She resumes playing with her wedding 
ring, tapping it rhnhmically against the 
table. "And in my mind \'ou're trying to 
touch me, but you can't feel me." 

Sitting in this cafe is like being in bed, 
both of us conscious of one another, lis- 
tening to one another's breathing, each of 
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PORTRAIT 

us thinlcing about tlie otiier, but defend- 
ing ourselves. For me, this cafe is dark, 
just like the bedroom and anywhere else. 
Margo and I are so careful about what we 
say now that silence sometimes seems the 
easier alternative. 

I finish the last of my beer and raise 
the glass over my head, to attract the 
waiter. Drinking beer is something I can 
still do easily without eyesight. But I need 
help refilling my glass. The waiter in this 
cafe is a good waiter. But listen, I can't 
ask him anything. I don't speak Italian. 
He doesn't speak English. The funny 
thing is this: In this place, I don't need 
my ears any more than I need my eyes. 

The waiter gives me special attention 
because I am the only blind man in the 
place. .Vlargo was quick to point this fact 
out to me when we took this table earlier. 
She is always carefiil to make mention of 
other blind people for the same reason 
she places my hands around my beer 
glass, for the same reason she luakes me 
guess at recognizing her wedding ring. 
She assumes her kindness will make my 
life easier. She assumes the closer other 
blind people are to me, the better I'll feel. 
Miser\' loves company. 

I woke up inside the hospital after six 
days. I opened my eyes and the light was 
gone — vanished. 

That was six months ago. 

I could hear. I could smell. I could 
touch. I could talk. I could actually hear 
my own voice moving in waves through 
my body like a spirit. I could hear my 
wife answering my voice with her own 
soft, soothing voice. But the softness was 
a fake. The smooth quality was forced. 
.Vlargo seemed distanced, no matter how 
close she came to me, even if she was 
touching me. It wasn't long before her 
soft, soothing words were reduced to 
short, sharp sentences. And when she 
laughed, I knew the laughs were fiiked. 
She never cried. She wasn't die same per- 
son anymore, now that I was changed. I 
wasn't the man .Margo married. 

There was one noticeable advantage: I 
was alive. 

There were the disadvantages: I 
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couldn't ignore the worm smell that 
came from the hospital. I couldn't silence 
the beeping monitor attached to my 
chest. A wash cloth soaked with cold wa- 
ter can be a shock when someone brings 
it to your face unexpectedly. Having no 
eyesight didn't make it any less painful 
when the doctor reset my clavicle. And I 
couldn't stop people from telling me how 
lucky I was to be alive. 
Lucky. 

We shared the same bed, but once I 
returned home from the hospital, I 
learned to sleep without my wife. It was 
all right that Margo and I didn't even try 
for a whole month. There were my 
stitches. There was the break in my clavi- 
cle. There were the bums on my arms. 

A second month passed, then a third. I 
grew stronger. I was getting better. All 
the old feelings came back, all the old 
needs and wants. But my eyesight did not 
come back. So Margo and I didn't even 
try. We didn't even talk about trying. 
Silence was an easier alternative to an ob- 
vious confrontation. We just got into bed 
and Margo would turn off the light, or so 
I assumed. 

Our way together before the accident 
had been with the lights on. I suppose we 
liked the feeling that came with seeing. 
Sometimes watching could be just as 
good as participating. We would keep the 
lights on in the bedroom or if we had 
gone in to take a bath, we would light a 
dozen candles so the flames could reflect 
off the mirrors and the water that filled 
our tub. The candlelight would make 
shadowy reflections and flicker against 
the white tile in the bathroom. 

Once, Margo and 1 positioned the 
track lighting in our kitchen like spot 
lighting, illuminating — you guessed it — 
the kitchen table. We drew the curtains. 
We made sure the neighbors couldn't see 
what was happening in the kitchen of our 
home. In the kitchen, for God's sake. 

But then there was an accident and 
suddenly I couldn't see and the light 
didn't matter to me anymore. After three 
months of not even trying, I wanted to 
try with the light on anyway, for Margo. 
But this time, the light wouldn't work. In 
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a fit of cn'ing, Alargo told me this: She 
couldn't stand to see my eyes — the white 
irises, the roaming pupils, never constant. 
My eyes were not the eyes of someone 
she knew. My eyes were dead eyes, the 
eyes of a creepy man. 

I trieil to get Margo hack. Sinking into 
the bed, I felt for her with my hands. I 
curled up beside her, placed my face in 
her hair. I needed her. I still had feelings. 
I wanted her soft touch. I could smell the 
sweet, clean shampoo of her hair. I ran 
m\' fingertips fi-om behind her knees, ran 
them slow!)', fightly over her skin, all the 
way across her hack to her neck, behind 
her soft blond hair. I could see Margo in 
my imagination, the way I remembered 
her. I listened for the sound of her breadi- 
ing. I remembered the way it had been 
for us before the accident, .^nd get this: 
Seeing, I discovered, was never as kind to 
me as I diought. Until I lost my eyes, I 
didn't know how soft touching could real- 
ly be. I never listened anxiously for my 
wife's breathing before. I never smelled 
her hair. I never took die time to notice. I 
ne\er took the time to really feel. 

But Margo did this after the lights 
were out: She moved my hand from be- 
hind her neck, slowly, achingly. She 
pushed my hand away from her body. Xo 
words. No nothing. It was the same diing 
ever\' time I tried to get her back. She 
couldn't get used to the new me. 

Then .\Iargo had the cable TV^ in- 
stalled in the bedroom. VMien she said 
the lights were out, I could sink into bed 
and listen for the 1 1 o'clock news, or 
maybe a Ciisiihliima rerun. Once, I fell 
asleep to Vertigo and dreamed I was 
falling. .Vnother time I fell asleep to King 
of Kings and dreamed I saw God. I actual- 
ly saw the Lord the way I had always 
imagined Him — with a shimmering 
crown and a long silver beard that ex- 
tended from his chin to a soft, cloudy 
floor. When you can't see widi your eyes, 
you leam to look forward to sleep. You 
see things at night in your head when 
you dream because you still have your 
memon,'. What Margo and I had after my 
accident was memory. 

For me, my memor\' of Margo was all 



I needed for her to become real to me 
again. Memorv- made her there for me 
even if she would not touch me. But for 
Margo, the distant memor}' of my former 
self must have seemed like a bad joke. 

Looking at it now, I know the problem 
with blindness is not .Margo. The prob- 
lem is me. You see, I have Margo stored 
in my memory. In that sense, I can still 
see her as plain as day. But I can't see my- 
self anymore. I have trouble remember- 
ing me. Mirrors have stopped function- 
ing for me. I can touch my face, but it's 
not the same. Some of the feeling is not 
feeling at all. The feeling is numb. I can't 
feel die real me. 

Being blind is like standing on the out- 
side of the world, only you can't get in. 
But like standing chest-deep in the sea, 
you're acutely aware of every thing that 
might be around you. 

I've made some progress. I've learned 
to recognize some things — eas\' things — 
by touching them. For instance, I can 
recognize die size and shape of a wedding 
band — my wedding band and Margo's 
wedding band. 

But I'm ready for something more dif- 
ficult. Rather, I wish I were ready for 
something more difficult. I'm working 
very hard to put my life back together, 
for .Vlargo's sake and for mine. 

But I ha\ e a confession to make. 

A few weeks ago, before we arrived in 
\'enice, I fooled Margo into thinking I 
had made a breakthrough. While having 
dinner at a small, dimly lit Italian restau- 
rant near our home, I asked her if she had 
any photographs with her. She said she 
did, and after I heard her rummaging in- 
side her bag, she handed me a photo- 
graph. I held it in my hand, ran my fin- 
gers over the stiff, sharp edges, ran my 
fingers over the flat, glossy images and 
plastic-coated paper. Then I told Margo I 
recognized the wallet-sized photograph 
as her and me standing at the edge ot a 
mountain lake while honeymooning in 
Scotland three years ago. A Japanese 
man, a tourist, had taken the photograph. 
I remember this about the Japanese man: 
I le smelled of Vlck's \ apoRub. I remeni- 
Ikt he had bowed when we thanked him 
for the photograph. We bowed right 
along with him the way you might imag- 
ine. I remember that, and if I think about

it, I can still see the man smiling iiis 
quick, tight-lipped smile and how he 
looked at the camera as though it were 
completely foreign to him. Then he had 
held die camera to his face and snapped 
the shutter. 

Sitting across from me at the restau- 
rant table, Margo pulled the photo out of 
my hands after I recognized it. She was 
silent. In my imagination, I pictured her 
blond hair, swept up on her forehead 
with styling gel; blue jeans with tears at 
the knees, a pair of cowboy boots cut off 
at the ankles (that's the way Margo used 
to dress, although fashion has stopped 
functioning for me now). I pictured her 
mouth open wide in amazeinent. For cer- 
tain, I heard her breathing. 

"How did you know?" she asked. "It's 
impossible." 

"Lucky guess," I said. And it was, 
which, in my condition, would not only 
have constituted a breakthrough, but a 
miracle. Here's the truth: I remembered 
that the photo was the only photo Margo 
kept of us in her wallet, so my recogniz- 
ing the hone\moon picture was a luck\' 
guess and nothing more. But I'll swear, 
the blindness made me more aware of my 
iiiciiiorics and die way things ascd to be 
for Margo and me — just like the smiling 
faces I remembered in the honeymoon 
photo. And I suppose I wanted Margo 
and I to go back in time, to actually shrink 
our bodies and to make them one-dimen- 
sional and to fit ourselves right back in- 
side the photograph. I w anted to relive 
the past so that I could somehow avoid 
the accident that took our lives away. 

One week in Venice and already 
Margo and I have made more progress. 
She patiently places different objects into 
my hands — and it's my job to identify 
them. She places a glass of beer before 
me, places my hands around the glass. 
Last night, Margo placed my fingertips 
to her eyes, her nose, her lips. I felt her 
cheeks, ran both hands through her hair 
until she took hold of them. I couldn't 
stop breathing. My heart would not stop 
poimding. I was seeing Margo again. She 
held my hands to her face for as long as 
she could stand it. "Do you know who I 



am?" she asked. "Can you see my face 
again? Can you feel the real me?" 
Margo was crjnng. 

I felt the tears with my fingertips. "I 
see my wife," I said. And I did. Margo 
was familiar to my touch, but then I had 
never really lost sight of her. I had only 
lost sight of myself. I continued to touch 
my wife like that for a long time, gendy 
caressing each and ever\- portion of her 
body from her lips down over her breasts 
all the way to her toes. But that's as far as 
I went. If only 1 could have gone further 
and turned the touching into love-mak- 
ing, .Margo and I could have been togeth- 
er again, the way we had been before the 
accident. Now that \\oiild ha\e been real 
progress. 

• 

Today my wife and I spent an entire 
rainy afternoon inside a cafe in Venice. 
Over the past few weeks, we have re- 
signed ourselves to starting over and to 
making progress. We are learning to live 
without my eyes because we have litde 
choice. I mean, you can't help but make 
progress when you start with nothing. 
Together we are learning. 

"Feel this," Margo tells me, again. But 
her voice is losing some of its insistence. 
Her voice is returning to normal, like the 
soft whisper I remember from before my 
accident. I am beginning to work with 
Margo. She reaches out and takes my 
hands into hers. This time there is noth- 
ing in her hands. No wedding band, no 
photograph, no nothing. Her hands are 
not trembling. They are thin and soft; 
her hands are the v\ ay I rememlier them. 

"WTiat do you feel?" she says. 

But I can't say I really know. 

WTiat I touch is simple. I touch Mar- 
go. I touch her hands. 

WTiat I feel is not so simple. VVTiat I 
feel is what I want. I v\ant Margo back. 
For the first rime in three years — for the 
first time ever — my wife and I are get- 
ting to know one another by touch, by 
smell, by taste. I will forever be learning. 
I w ant the old me back, but the progress 
will not allow that. I would stand up and 
kick this table if I thought it would make 
any difference. 

I let go of Margo's hands. 1 lift myself 
from the table. I feel the beer kick in. I 
throw my hand out to the table for bal-

ance. But the table isn't there. Marge 
catches hold of my arm as I'm about to 
go over.

that put Lake 'lahoe on the the map as 
site of the 1960 Winter Olympic 
Games. At the hotel, which opened less 
than four years ago, a triple chair lift 
takes guests to runs that lead to Squaw 
V^illey's cahle car, gondola and high-alti- 
tude skiing areas. At the end of a day on 
the slopes, guests can return by shuttle 
bus or ski back to the hotel entrance, 
where they are welcomed with hot 
chocolate and cookies, and a valet who 
stores their skis for the night. 

The modern Resort at Squaw Creek 
is st\'lish without being stufiy'. A glow ing 
fireplace, lovely floral arrangements and 
piano music from a baby grand soften 
the massive wood, stone and granite 



lobby. Its parioramic wall of towering 
windows looks out onto a winter land- 
scape worthy of a Christmas card. Out- 
side are a heated swimming pool and 
steamy whirlpool spas, an ice-skating 
rink, and even a horse-drawn sleigh 
ready to take you on a romantic ride 
through the snow-covered meadow- 
lands. 

The resort has no dress code, but many 
guests bring something fashionable for 
dining at the Ciiissandi Restaurant amid 
candlelight and crystal, where waiters in 
tuxedos serve French/American haute 
cuisine and fine wines. Each evening, the 
chef prepares a five-course prLvfixe menu 
in addition to the a la carte selections. 
More casual for all-day dining is 
Cascades, a buffet-style restaurant with 
American fare and special theme nights 
featuring seafood, Southwestern, Carib- 
bean or Oriental menus. 

Other options for dining are Ristorante 
Montagna's Italian dishes, including pizza 
from a wood-burning oven, and Sweet 
Potatoes Deli's self-service breakfasts.

Nearly half of the 405 guest rooms 
in the Resort at Squaw Creek are 
suites, some with fireplaces and full 
kitchens. The roomy accommodations 
feature two televisions and a pair of 
speaker phones, a refrigerator and 
minibar, terry cloth robes, and windows 
that can be opened to the invigorating 
mountain air. 

Skiers adore the hotel for its full- 
service pro shop with ski equipment to 
rent or purchase, lift- ticket 
sales desk, and health-and-fit- 
ness center offering massages 
after a day on the slopes.

at High Camp, even first-timers get to ex- 
perience the exhilaration of high alpine 
skiing. That altitude includes distant 
\iews of Lake Tahoe, the largest alpine 
lake in the United States. 

Squaw Valley's unusual amenities, 
such as the High Camp Bath and 
Tennis Club, keep visitors coming back 
year after year. WTien you want a break 
from schussing down the slopes, High 
Camp offers much more than excellent 
restaurants such as Alexander's. At this 
mountaintop leisure center, you can buy 
a disposable swimsuit to enjoy a plunge 
in a huge heated outdoor swimming la- 
goon, lace up rental skates and glide 
around an 01)Tnpic-size ice rink, hire a 
racquet and play on a pair of heated 
tennis courts, and even climb a tower- 
ing scaffold for the thrill of bungee 
jumping in the High Sierra. 

Squaw Valley may be the biggest sld 
area located at the northern end of 
Lake Tahoe, but it is only one of sever- 
al. Its popular neighbor, Alpine Mea- 
dows, has wide bowls, steep chutes and 
tree-lined cruising trails that particular- 
ly atttract intermediate to advanced-in- 
termediate skiers. With runs going in a 
variety of directions from two peaks, 
there is some challenging terrain for ex- 
perts as well. Skiers are never bothered 
by snowboarders; .\lpine Meadows re- 
mains one of the very few Tahoe ski ar- 
eas that does not permit snowboards on 
the mountains. 

A family favorite at the upper end of 
the lake is Northstar-at-Tahoe, a totally 
planned and perfectly groomed ski area 
that's known for its meandering runs 
through the evergreens and ski-in/ski-out 
convenience to mountainside rental con- 
dos. Among Northstar's other entice- 
ments are twice-daily "Ski With The 
Legends" clinics that offer advanced and 
expert skiers the chance to improve their 
techniques by joining Olympic, World 
Cup and other professional skiers on the 
slopes. 

Some of the best meals on the moun- 
tain are served at the Summit Deck & 
Grille, opened last season atop 8,600-foot 
Mt. Pluto to offer skiers barbecued tri-rip 
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steaks, a Mexican buffet and a selection of 
beers from microbreweries. Included is a 
grand new of Lake Tahoe from the open- 
air tables. The \lllage Food Company, 
with its supply of gourmet grocery items, 
sits at the base of the ski area. It's popular 
with visitors who rent Northstar's 
kitchen-equipped condominiums, al- 
though many skiers prefer to go next 
door to the Timbercreek restaurant to sa- 
\ or shrimp pasta, T-bone steaks, chicken 
piccata and other tastj' meals. The Basque 
Club ser\ ers five-course, frnaily style din- 
ners; just outside, a pair of draft horses 
wait to take you through the snow in an 
open sleigh. 

Northstar also has 40 miles of scenic 
trails for cross-countr\' skiers, as well as 
rental gear and lessons. All gfuests in 
Xorthstar's condominiums and rustic 
Village hotel are welcome to use the 
saunas, outdoor spas and exercise/weight 
room at the resort's recreation center. 
The staff at Minor's Camp, a state-li- 
censed care center, will watch over chil- 
dren 2 to 6 years old; ski lessons are avail- 
able to kids as young as 3. 

Families also prefer Diamond Peak at 
Incline Village, Nevada, on Lake Tahoe's 
North Shore. Known as Ski Incline when 
it was established a quarter-century ago to 
serve this exclusive resort community', the 
ski area doubled in size by expanding up 
to the 8,540-f()ot summit of its namesake 
mountain. Diamond Peak is now known 
for its top-rated ski school, child and fam- 
ily programs, and very reasonable package 
prices. 

Nearly half of the terrain is marked 
for intermediates, with other areas des- 
ignated especially for advanced skiers or 
snowboarders. Most of the runs and 
trails offer stunning views of Lake 
Tahoe; skiers often relax mid-mountain 
at Snowflake Lodge. Diamond Peak's 
cross-countr\' ski area features 22 miles 
of groomed track. 

"Heavenly" accurately describes the 
skiing and lake views at the vast ski area 
straddling two states at the southern end 
of Lake Tahoe. Heavenly Ski Resort 
("Valley" was dropped from its name 
last season) boasts the region's largest 
amount of terrain (12,800 acres, 4,800 
skiable), highest elevation (10,040 feet),

Some nonskiers board the aerial 
tramway at Heavenly just to enjoy the 
dazzling vista and fine dining at its 
Monument Peak Restaurant 2,000 feet 
above the lake. This is the sld resort most 
convenient to the abundance of lodgings, 
restaurants and apres-ski party places in 
Lake Tahoe's population center — South 
Lake Tahoe, California, and adjacent 
Stateline, Nevada.

UPSCALE DOWNHILL IN ST. MORITZ 

Good skiing is one thing, but unparalleled luxury in a ski vacation has its advantages, too. 
That's why Badrutt's Palace Hotel in St Moritz, Switzerland, always lures me back virith its 
promise of utter indulgence. 

When you check into the Palace Hotel and sink into a wing chair amid the Gothic arches 
of the mahogany-paneled Great Hall, the weariness of your long journey drops away. Just 
recalling the Madonna Room, whose centerpiece is Rafael's painting of the Madonna, I am 
so convinced of the Palace's unequivocal stature as the world's number one ski resort that 
I've returned no less than four times. 

Aside from the grand appointments, ambience and superior service, Hans Badrutt's 
world-renowned Palace also offers an exceptional opportunity to meet people from all over 
the world. Last year, I met travelers from Austria, Italy, Great Britain, Czechoslovakia, 
Scandinavia, Saudi Arabia and Hong Kong. For several nights running, I dined with a family 
of 10 from Bangkok, servants included. Royalty and the rich and the famous from through- 
out the world have made St. Moritz a habit since early this century. 

And, except for all those who step on your skis while jockeying for position in lift lines, 
European skiers are delightful ski companions. Rather than attempting the ski equivalent of 
"going for the burn," they tend to relax t]etween runs and enjoy the sunshine on the slopes. 

In St Moritz, most skiers traverse the runs on the Corviglia, which rises at>ove the town, 
or the Corvatsch, a majestic glacier just a tram ride away. For lunch and a look at the 
"Beautiful People," Corviglia skiers can opt for the Aipina Ski Hut's sun deck. If you want a 
gourmet experience, one of the world's finest truffle restaurants. La Marmite, sits on the 
mountain beside the tram station. 

When the ski day ends, a t>and serenades skiers in one of the town's outdoor cafes. 
Hanselmann's Bakery accommodates all those with a sweet tooth. The nut tarts here are 
so delicious, SwissAir serves them to First Class passengers on all their flights. 

At night one dresses for dinner. Black tie is apropos at the Palace dining room, but a 
dark suit and tie for men will suffice — anything less and Signore Ageo Bianchi seats you in 
Siberia. The very casual are banished to the Trattoria, an Italian spot or the Chesa Veglia, a 
Swiss-style restaurant with fondue and alpenhoms. Both restaurants are quite popular with 
St Moritz regulars. 

Lest anyone wonder if packing the cocktail dresses is worth the effort, a typical night's 
menu includes four gourmet courses, with three choices for each course. If an appetizer, 
fish course, meat course and dessert are not enough, guests also may to add a salad, 
cheese course and fresh fruit. Mignardises, or chocolates and petite pastries, come after 
the dessert and fruit Why not indulge? You've skied all day. 

In this hotel, caution regarding the wine list is in order. On one of my first visits to the 
Palace, the hotel manager took me for a tour of the wine cellar. Pointing to a three-foot-by- 
three-foot storage bin, he said, "For this, you can buy a Mercedes." He added, however, that 
he meant a good Mercedes, not a great one. 

Quality and service are the hotel's watch words; expense is irrelevant Guests never wait 
more than two minutes for service. No phone calls are necessary — each room comes 
equipped with call buttons for the service personnel. 

Late one night four of us left ttie Grand Bar, the nightclub with live music, for the King's 
Club, the discotheque, leaving our drinks on the table. At 3 a.m., ready to call it a night vve 
left the King's Club and passed by the Grand Bar, where we'd started the evening. H was still 
open, albeit empty of guests — yet the band still played. Only at this moment they were sere- 
nading nothing but a champagne bucket Our champagne bucket. By order of the hotel 
manager, the nightclubs don't close until the last guest is ready to leave. I'll take St Moritz, 
Switzerland, over any ski resort, any winter.

JOHN Oaif.s sold millions ok ri:c;ords in iiik 1970s, 
when he teamed with Daryl Hall to become one of the 
most successful pop duos of all time. Today, with their 
partnership largely behind them, Oates plans to sell more 
records than he ever did as a member of Hall & Oates. 

He's not recording with a new, high-profdc partner, 
but he is in the studio. This time it's for television — he's 
not in front of the cameras, but behind them. 

Oates, 45, is co-creator and producer 
of MaxnnisiCy a syndicated homeshop- 
ping program he and direct-marketing 
expert J.W. Roth describe as the ulti- 
mate record store for the passive record- 
buyer. Hosted by Bill C^uny and Lecann 
Viera, Max??nisic — and its first spinoff, 
Maxcountry — offer thousands of com- 
pact disks, cassettes and music-related 
memorabilia to couch potatoes in the 
25- to 54-year-oid age group. 

"Convenience is definitely an aspect of 
what we are," says Oates. "We're target- 
ing the person who still loves music, is 
still actively listening to music, but might 
not be driven to go to the record stores 
and dig through the bins to find an old 
record. We want to encourage people to 
replace their old vinyl collections, so 
there's also a nostalgic aspect to it. 

"And our prices are very competitive: 
S8.98 for cassettes, $11.98 for CDs, plus 
Si for shipping and handling. Buy five, 
get one free, that's the Max deal. We have 
a catalog with thousands and thousands of titles, almost ev- 
en' title that you can have from all the record companies. 
So, even though on the half-hour or hour show we can only 
feature a finite number of artists, there are thousands of ti- 
tles available to buy once you receive the Max catalog." 

Oates himself is ctmiing from a recording career that 
spanned three decades. He and Dar\'I Hall first met as stu- 
dents at Temple Universit)'. They joined forces in the 1960s, 
but it wasn't until the 1970s that their brand of blue-eyed soul 
rocked the charts. Such hits as "She's Gone" (1974), "Sara 
Smile" (1976) and "Rich Girl" (1977) dominated the singles 
charts, with the latter becoming their first Xo. 1 hit. 

Their hot streak continued into the Eighties, with chart- 
toppers including "Kiss On My List," "Private Eyes" and "I 
Can't Go For That (Xo Can Do)" (1981), "Maneater" 
(1982) and "Out of Touch" (1984). 

The pair conceived of and participated in a show at New 
York Cit\''s Apollo Theatre in 1985 to pay tribute to the 
rhythm-and-blues. genre that so heavily influenced their

own music, with proceeds going to the United Xegro 
College Fund. The benefit featured the duo's childhood 
heroes, original Temptations Eddie Kendrick and David 
Ruffin. The event was recorded and released on an album, 
and then Hall & Oates pursued separate interests before 
coming together for an album titled Ooh Yeah! in 1988. 
Occasional charit\' performances followed, as did another 
album. Change of Season, which was hailed as a return to 
their acoustic and R&B roots. 

These days Hall is pursuing a solo 
recording career, while Oates, who holds 
a bachelor of science degree in communi- 
cations from Temple, has become a multi- 
media entrepreneur. 

He is not just selling music, he's still 
making it, albeit mostly behind the 
scenes. He wrote, produced and per- 
formed on the soundtrack for HBO's 
highly rated Sports Illustrated swimsuit 
video/special in 1993. He has also writ- 
ten an original story and treatment for 
Heaven Street, a film project scheduled 
to go into production. 

When he isn't traversing the country 
to promote Maxnttisk, he's more likely 
to be found producing music than he is 
performing it, which is just fine with 
him. "I always enjoyed the production 
side of things, even with Hall & 
Oates," he explains. "The producing 
and the studio side was a little bit more 
where I got involved anyway. It's really 
not that much of a change for me, even though the pub- 
lic might see it as a big change." 

His company, Headwall Productions, has an exclusive ar- 
rangement with Sony Music to find, develop and produce 
new artists and projects. He has signed and co-produced an 
album by songwriter Jerry L\nin Williams for Epic Records, 
and has served as executive producer on a project by rap 
duo Max & Sam, on Ruffhouse Records. 

Mention the word ".Max," and Oates is more likely to 
turn his attention to his electronic record-store concept 
than he is to the rap duo. So far, he and partner Roth have 
invested more than $2 million of their own money to start 
the venture. During a month-long trial run earlier this year, 
Maxmusic elicited an encouraging response during its show- 
case on E! Entertainment Television and Jones Intercable, 
without the benefit of advertising. .Among the artists whose 
catalogs were featured during the initial broadcasts were 
Hall & Oates, The B\Tds, Arrowsmith, The Grateful Dead, 
Jefferson Airplane, Kris Kristofferson and Willie Xelson.

he eyes are often called the "windows of the soul." 
Others can tell a great deal about us with just a glance into our eyes, 
but at times they may be getting the wrong impression. Due to bags 
under the eyes, droopy eyelids or wrinkles, you could look tired — or 

as though you need more candles on your birthday cake than you already 

have. 

Cosmetic sui^ery can correct these problems and allow you to look years 
younger. But it's important to know that any surgery around the eye is very 
delicate, requiring skills and procedures that are not used in other types of 
general plastic surgery. 

"We tend to think of the eyelids only cosmetically, but they have a 
special function and the sui^con has to be aware of that function," says Dr. 
Richard A. Weiss, a board-certified ophthalmic plastic and reconstructive sur- 
geon in Newport Beach. "The eyelids must protect and lubricate the eyes, and 
even the slightest post-operative eyelid malposition can prevent them from 
closing or blinking normally, causing irritation, dryness or more seriously, af- 
fecting vision." 

Oculoplastic surgery is a relatively new subspecialty of ophthalmology, 
that is concerned with the special techniques and procedures necessary for 
performing surgery safely in eye the area of the face surrounding the eyes. 
Ocuplastic surgeons (only 15- 20 of which arc formerly trained annually in 
North America) gain experience in both ophthalmology (eye surgery) and 
plastic and reconstructive surgery, giving them the skills of not only removing 
wrinkles and bags around the eyes, but also how to do this and maintain the 
health of the eyes. 

"The surgeon is working with very little tissue around the eyes," says 
Dr. Weiss. "For instance, when a tumor must be removed from an eyelid, 
every millimeter is crucial, and unique reconstructive techniques are 
employed. Likewise, unless special cosmetic eyelid surgical procedures arc 
used, sometimes the lids can appear stretched and unnatural after sui^ry. 
Above all, in any type of eyelid surgery, the surgeon has to maintain the 
important function of the eyelids which is to protect and lubricate the eyes." 

More than 90 percent of Dr. Weiss' patients have their surgery' performed 
on an out-patient basis in his fully equipped office surgical suite. Among the 
procedures that he offers are cosmetic eyelid and eyebrow surgery, 
upper-face-lifts (coronal forehead lifts), and transconjunctival blepharoplasty 
(a technique to remove under-eye bulges from behind the eyelid without skin 
incisions), as well as special reconstructive procedures such as ptosis surgery 
(correction of droopy eyelids), removal of eyelid tumors, revision of previous 
surgeries and correction of excessive tearing. 

Since opening his Newport Beach office in 1986, Dr. Weiss has been 
known as a leader in ophthalmic plastic and reconstructive surgery in Orange 
County and lectures on oculoplastic techniques as an Assistant Clinical 
Professor in the Department of Ophthalmology at the University of California, 
Irvine. 

Dedicated to preserving sight throughout the world. Dr. Weiss is President 
and founder of One World Sight Project Inc., a nonprofit international 
organization devoted to curing blindness caused by bilateral cataracts. One 
World Sight Project is helping to coordinate a multi-venue, satellite-linked 
world concert to fund sight-restoring surgery' in developing countries.

Oates and Roth have signed a syndi- 
cation deal with All American Tele- 
\nsion, and at press time, deals were be- 
ing made with television stations in the 
nation's top 25 markets. By January, the 
principals expect their program and its 
spinoffs to be distributed nationally. 

"It's a win-win situation for everj'- 
one," says Oates. "The record compa- 
nies love moving the old catalog. 
They're in the business of selling 
records and we sell records. They don't 
have to do anything. And best of all 
from the artist's point of view, the artist 
gets full royalties, so everj'one's happy." 

That includes the \newers, who now 
have easy access to hard-to-find titles. 
The program is broadcast in half-hour 
and hour-long versions, depending on 
individual station agreements, and fea- 
tures backstage and man-on-the-street 
inten'iews, conversations with celebri- 
ties and, of course, plent)' of music. 

Oates is convinced the entertainment 
value will result in Ma.wiiiisics success, 
particularly when the long-rumored 
competition from heavy-hitting corpo- 
rate alliances becomes a realit\'. 

"The only way I can relate to it is the 
same way I relate to music," he explains. 
"Without a great song, you can't make a 
great record. \Mthout a great program, 
what do you have? VVhen all the big 
guns decide who they're going to work 
with and what they're going to do, I still 
feel we have a program. .'\nd if we have 
a good program that people enjoy 
watching and it's selling records, we're 
going to be somewhere." 

And how does he feel about Hall & 
Oates today? 

"Dan,'l and I still have a good rela- 
tionship," he says. "We're still friends. 
He's doing another solo album. He 
wants to establish himself as a solo 
artist, which is important to him. 
That's what he needs in his life and for 
his personality^ and that's fine. WTien 
the time is right for us to make a 
record and when we both want to 
make a record [together] for all the 
right reasons, then we will." 

And if Ma.xy/tiisic achieves the success 
Oates believes it will, they'll certainly 
have a place to sell it. OC

Emotionally in shock, we go 
through the motions and perform our 
required duties, often too numb to feel 
much of anything, with the weapons 
of denial or repression defending us 
against our loss. If we choose to go 
deeper into our pain rather than con- 
tinue to defend ourselves against it, we 
will begin a journey that seems never 
ending at times. It will also take us to 
places within ourselves that, up until 
now, were unknown to us. 

If we were outgoing before our loss, 
we mav now feel the need to withdraw.

LOVE AND CONFLICT 

If we prided ourselves on being strong 
and independent, we may now feel 
helpless and needy, requiring the sup- 
port and reassurance of others. If we 
were talkative and extroverted, we may 
now discover our silence. And if we 
were fearful or placating, we may now 
discover our rage. 

Pain seems to give us permission to 
be ourselves more fully. Any fa9ades 
we may have been using seem of little 
use or comfort to us now as we re- 
evaluate our roles, needs, desires and 
beliefs in an effort to make sense of 
what has happened to us. With our de- 
fenses down and our hearts open, we 
begin to experience ourselves in new 
and different ways, widening our ca- 
pacity to understand ourselves. 

We may learn that it is not just our 
future that has changed. F,ven our 
past transforms as we elicit new mean- 
ings out of old memories. Also, pre- 
sent losses trigger the pain of past 
losses that were never grieved, which 
compounds our suffering. Childhood 
fears of abandonment are often re- 
awakened in us, and buried anger at 
past mistreatment or injustices can 
surface with an intensity as if they 
happened yesterday. Our relationship 
is gone and we feel diminished. 

Wfien we fully experience our grief, 
our ego is knocked off its foundation. 
We feel fragile, and may react with 
anger, striking back at the hurt, or we 
may resort to guilt in an effort to de- 
fend ourselves against feeling so out of 
control and powerless. We may even 
alternate between blaming ourselves 
and blaming our partner. If some- 
body's wrong, maybe we can make 
sense out of something that seems to 
defy all our assumptions about life. 

There is no correct way to grieve, 
and there is no shame in grieving bad- 
ly. There are some who may need to 
grieve quietly, putting one foot in 
front of the other a day at a time, un- 
til the effort gradually decreases. At 
some point, however, there will come 
a time for each of us when a choice 
needs to be made. 

For some of us, it will come natural- 
ly by just coming to tenns with grief. 



But for many of us, there may come a 
time when we feel stuck in our 
pain — unable to get past it, unable to 
let it go. We may at this point have 
become attached to our pain as a way 
of staying in the relationship, refusing 
to emotionally accept our loss. We 
may be afraid to let go, fearing empti- 
ness and loneliness on the other side. 
Or it may just feel too hard to start 
over, to say goodbye to our dreams, 
and to take responsibility' for creating 
a new life without our partner. 

How do we revive hope and desire? 
How do we decide life is worth it 
again — the gains and the losses, the 
pain and the joy? 

Aleiody Beattie, in her book Lessons 
on Love, describes how she struggled 
deeply with this question and evenmal- 
ly made this commitment to herself "I 
commit unconditionally to life — to be- 
ing here and being alive — regardless of 
any other human being and their pres- 
ence in my life, and regardless of any 
events that come to pass." 

Making this commitment takes 
courage and a great deal of love. 
Ultimately, it's a decision that many of 
us will have to make at some time in 
our lives since loss is an inevitable 
part of life. For this reason alone, try- 
ing to connect with ourselves, to con- 
front our own internal voids and not 
just the voids that are left by another, 
is the most important and loving 
thing we can do for ourselves. 

If we can survive the loss of a love 
and in the process learn to love our- 
selves more for having done so, we will 
have given ourselves a great gift that 
can help us through the difficult times 
in life that we will all encounter. As 
Melody Beattie discovered, "Love al- 
ways finds itself again. In the middle of 
pain, it seems like there has been no 
progress, but one day love renews itself 
and peace enters." OC

Each comes 
with a warning label, however: Read at 
your own risk. 



The Things That 
Matter Most 

Cal Thomas, 
whom Rush Lim- 
baugh calls a men- 
tor, is a columnist of 
note with a recently 
published book, The 
Things That Matter 
Most (Harper Col- 
lins, cloth, $22). 

If you are a liberal 
("fuzzy headed" in 
Thomas's vernacu- 
lar), avoid this book. 
If you are politically 
aware or issues-ori- 
ented, you might 
want to know how the Far Right thinks, 
especially in view of the upcoming 
November elections. If you are a dyed- 
in-the-wool conservative, this book is 
tailor-made for you. 

It starts with the premise that many 
of our cultural, media and academic 
elite are grounded in the philosophy of 
the Sixties generation, "and now it has 
given us a president, Bill Clinton, who 
inhaled that era's heady atmosphere, 
and inhaled deeply." 

According to Thomas, "the decline 
of American culture, hastened by spiri- 
tual deficiency, continues unabated in 
the Nineties. But the infection began in 
the Sixties, and those who caught it 
continue to afflict the rest of us." He 
writes that his book "is about the grow- 
ing number of voices demanding for 
themselves and their countn- a recon- 
sideration of the values in which their 
parents and grandparents believed."

From that beachhead, Thomas em- 
barks on an assault on welfare, ta.\ation, 
big government, abortion, feminism, 
the courts, education and many other 
targets. You may not agree with all his 
thoughts or conclusions — and some 
may be jarring — but the man makes you 
think deeply about what matters most, 
and ratries the cage 
of your beliefs. 

His challenges 
include crime, dis- 
ease and despair in 
general. His com- 
ments could well 
pass as homilies: 
".Aji intact family is 
the greatest anti- 
crime weapon avail- 
able"; "WTiat would 
be wrong with re- 
quiring people to 
seek counseling be- 
fore receiving their 
marriage licenser";

Lunch 

Lunch by Karen Moline (William 
iMorrow, cloth, S22) starts wnth the line, 
"It never would have happened had she 
not been late for lunch" and ends with 
the eventual, incalculable cost of that 
lunch and tho.se that follow. 

The narrator is the sinister, deeply 
scarred man who describes himself as 
"the procurer, Air. Fix-It. Al." He is 
majordomo to Nick Muncie, Holly- 
wood superstar, the most popular actor 
in the world. They are in London to 
film an updated version of Faiist. "M" 
describes Faust's motivation as "seeking 
the unattainable. He's willing to surren- 
der eternity in a quest for one perfect 
moment." Nick's personal quests are 
those of a se.xTaal predator; he is a cap- 
tive of his escalating, perverted desires. 

The "she" who is late to lunch is 
Olivia, a highly successful American- 
born portrait painter living in London 
who is engaged to a loving, devoted, 
world-famous pianist. .Accustomed to 
being unfliilingly seductive to women, 
Nick feels challenged by Olivia's initial 
lack of interest in him, his celebritj' or 
his sexual charisma. WTicn he asks if she 
would paint his portrait, she refuses. 

The sexual pursuit begins. At the 
urging of her fiance, Olivia agrees to do 
a portrait, painting Nick as the Mino- 
taur, a combination of bull and man. 
Their destructive affair begins, full of 
ma.sochistic, accelerating terror and hu- 
miliation as Olivia is drawn into a libidi- 
nous web. "Al" aids in the seduction 
with sensual settings and props as well 
as lines and scenarios written in Cyrano 
de Bergerac fashion. As he watches in 
person and through peepholes, "M" 
muses, "I had almost forgotten there are 
lovers who love." 

As you read the book, you may be ei- 
ther turned on or turned off by the ex- 
plicit, kinky sex. If you choose to read it, 
the story is fascinating in terms of the 
complexities of the human relationships 
it explores, especially the sexnial aspects. 
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How this erotic, obsessive relationship 
evolves into a consuming cycle makes 
this a haunting and hjpnotic novel. 

The Body Farm 

If you like police procedurals, foren- 
sic details, medical experiments and in- 
tricate, scary plots. The Body Fiinii by 
Patricia Cornwell (Scribners, cloth, 
S23) will suit }'our tastes. If grit and 
gore don't appeal to you, please proceed 
cautiously. 

This is the fifth novel in a series 
about Dr. Kay Scaqietta, doctor, lawyer, 
and chief medical examiner. Best-selling 
author Cornwell was a former prize- 
winning crime reporter before a six- 
year stint in the \lrginia C-hief Medical 
Examiner's Office, where she gained the 
technical expertise she uses so terrifical- 
ly in her stories. 

In The Body Farm, Scarpetta is the 
consulting forensic pathologist for the 
FBI's Behavioral Science Unit, a state- 
of-the- art group of the best crime ex- 
perts in the United States. She, the 
unit's chief, and the captain of the 
Richmond Police Department, are sent 
to rural North Carolina to investigate 
the brutal murder of an 1 1 -year-old 
girl. The crime seems frighteningly 
similar to the handiwork of a serial 
killer who has eluded the unit for 
years. From the beginning, the medical 
laboratory reports and photographs 
seem to contradict themselves, only 
raising more questions. Moreover, the 
players are not what they seem to be. 
In the end, Scarpetta is alone in con- 
ducting a grisly experiment at the Body 
Farm, an obscure research facility in 
Tennessee where she interprets the 
forensic hieroglyphics that lead to a so- 
lution guaranteed to take you com- 
pletely by surprise. 

Cornwell is a superb writer who cares 
about her characters, unlike many writ- 
ers in the crime-fiction genre. Inter- 
woven through her main plot are sub- 
stories that flesh out Scarpetta as a 
bright, caring, lough yet vailnerable hu- 
man being: She has a warm love affair 
with her boss. She fights to save her 
niece's career and sanit\'. And she battles 
with the matiness and memories of the 
past crimes she has worked on. OC

Ol- ALL l lIE HYPOCRITICAL IHINGS PEOPLE SAY, 
there may be none so two-faced as their pro- 
nouncements on how precious ever)' human Hfe is. 
When we have scores of office buildings keeping files, 
databases and Chia Pets warm and snug at night while peo- 
ple are shivering on the sidewalks in corrugated bedding, it 
is prett)' clear that human life isn't all that high on die pre- 
ciousness list. 

Humanit\' may be precious in the ab- 
stract, but some poor wretch approaching 
your car with a "Will Work for Pocket 
Lint" sign is not a welcome sight. Jesus 
said the poor would always be with us but 
he never mentioned they'd be going after 
your windshield with snot-encrusted rags. 

Some of these people are just plain 
nuts, disgorged from institutions during 
those warm and fuzzy Reagan years.

If it's cold and rainy out, you 
could probably even get him to sit through a recitation of 
your Impeach Clinton philosophies. 

But he doesn't need just to sit there. Need someone to 
pour the hot sauce on your burrito while 
you drive? There's Joe ready to help, and 
I'll just bet he'd be willing to take those 
first couple of all-tortilla-no-meat bites of 
your burrito. Want to save on renting 
books-on-tape? Just get Joe to read books 
to you as you drive. If you run out of 
books, he could read the hot sauce ingre- 
dient label to you. Try to get Sir John 
Gielgud to do that sometime! 

And when you reach your destination, 
that's no reason for Joe's usefulness to 
end. Let him sleep in the back seat and be 
your human car alarm. If you're lucky, Joe 
will be from a culture where the religion 
is based on persistent, nagging, high- 
pitched wailing, and any potential scof- 
flaw will give him, and your wheels, a 
wide, wide berth. 

There are so many uses for these peo- 
ple. You want your clothes to have that popular "experi- 
enced" look that makes it appear you've actually done some- 
thing rugged in your life?

Just let old 
Joe break them in for you. And why buy a remote when 
your homeless helper can stand by the television all night 
and switch channels for you. Hell, you could even send Joe 
in to work in your place. 

As for me, I never give money to panhandlers who are 
smoking. I figure if they have the discretionary income to 
smoke, screw 'em. 

I also have a few tips for the homeless. As much as we, 
the relatively well-heeled, like to think about easing hunger, 
in the abstract, watching you eat probably makes us less 
likely to help you eat more. I was with some friends in 
Seattle once, where a fellow approached us asking "Hey, can 
you give me some money so I can eat?" He emphasized cer- 
tain words by waving a Big Mac he was eating. When we 
walked on, he continued to use the burger for 
emphasis — though with different words — as he followed us 
down the street shouting, "Well f— you, then. Just f— - 
you." We gave him points for a spirited delivery, but we 
didn't give him any cash. OC

THE Bombay Duck isn't a 
duck at all. It's a fish that swims 
around the Bombay docks. "It's 
a joke," say owners Geeta and Praveen 
Bansal, hinting at the light-hearted 
touch they have brought to their second 
Orange County restaurant. The 
Bombay Duck in Laguna Beach serves 
contemporary 
Indian food for to- 
day's health-con- 
scious diner in a 
light and colorful 
setting. 

Geeta and Pra- 
veen know their 
business: They have 
owned and operated 
the Clay Oven in 
Irvine since 1986. 
Praveen is a restau- 
rant professional 
from New Delhi 
who spent years 
managing large op- 
erations in the Big 
Apple before moving 
here. Geeta, a mem- 
ber of a prestigious 
Indian family, left 
her academic teach- 
ing career to join her 
husband in creating these restaurants. 
She's a risk-taker who invites guests to 
join her adventure in food. Her confi- 
dence conies from their overseeing ev- 
ery step, from purchasing the best in- 
gredients and creating perfectly 
balanced inasalas — the blend of spices 
and herbs that enhance fresh fish, meats 
and vegetables — to developing the skills 
of the professional cooking and serving 
staff. 

The Bombay Duck is a pretty restau- 
rant filled with light and color. Warm, 
peach-toned walls display original oil 
paintings of India by California region- 
alist Millard Sheets. Their colors are 
echoed in the bright teal, orange and 
blue ladderback chairs both inside and 
streetside on the patio. On a turquoise

"fiesta" plate, confettied with red and 
green peppers and fresh yellow corn, 
are petals of grilled Japanese eggplant, 
topped with a flavorful tomato concasse 
encircling a dollop of yogurt. Color, 
shape, st)'le and presentation are as im- 
portant here as classic recipes. 

The Bansals developed their menu 
from a great body 
of family recipes. 
From Praveen's fam- 
ily come fresh chut- 
neys with an enor- 
mous diversity of 
flavors and ingredi- 
ents: sweet fruit to 
very sharp, spicy 
tastes. Here they 
are served as condi- 
ments to accom- 
pany appetizers. 

You'll want to dip 
crispy sa?>/osas, sa- 
vory-stuffed turn- 
overs encasing veg- 
etables or lamb, in 
green and red chut- 
neys of chile-spiked 
cilantro and tomato 
with mustard seed 
and ginger. More 
subtle tasting idli, 
rice cakes feathered with crab, contrast 
with a fresh-grated coconut chutney 
which is ground with chiles, ginger and 
black mustard seeds. Achieving the 
proper consistency, flavor and shape of 
the perfect idli requires an educated 
hand and ultimately displays the kit- 
chen's professionalism. 

Nothing tastes better than iiaan fresh 
from a red-hot tandoor, the jar-shaped, 
charcoal-fired clay oven indispensable 
to cooking in northern India. Each 
teardrop-shaped piece of bread is baked 
just for you. Order it plain, sprinkled 
with chopped garlic or filled with bits of 
lamb and herbs. Just tear off a piece and 
eat it with my personal favorite, chicken 
tikka masala, chicken cutlets marinated 
in spices and yogurt, fi/«^/oor-roasted 
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and served with a full-bodied, well-bal- 
anced tomato sauce. 

A word about viasala. Each recipe 
here has its own distinctive blend of 
spices that Geeta creates, taste by taste. 
Indian cooking is not a precise art — a 
pinch of this, a taste of that, depending 
on the recipe's ingredients. The masalas 
blended at Bombay Duck enliven a dish 
without destroying its essential flavor; 
fresh herbs are used as well as dry 
spices. Scallops sadabahar is seasoned 
with a green-herb blend of cilantro, 
chiles and chives. 

Tandoor roasting is not limited to 
chicken: Skewered swordfish, the 
restaurant's signature, sizzles on its serv- 
ing plate. Fresh American rack of lamb 
is first marinated in a masala of royal 
cumin, cardamom, cinnamon, ginger 
and garlic before it is plunged into the 
fiery oven. Inspired by memories of her 
family's hunting lodge in northern 
India, Geeta has created a mixed grill of 
duck, quail, rabbit and venison. 

Vegetables here are prepared with 
very little oil. Hence, potatoes cooked 
with cauliflower retain their form and 
texture, as does roasted eggplant. Okra, 
sauteed in a fennel and cumin masala, 
sells out on many evenings. A dinner of 
vegetables (be sure to include the 
spinach with paneer, homemade cheese) 
and lentils, along with basmati rice, pro- 
vides complete protein and palate- 
pleasing tastes. 

Finish your meal with kulfi, a deli- 
cious homemade ice cream shaped like 
the cone in which it was frozen. In addi- 
tion to kulfi with cardamom and saffron, 
there's a marvelous melange of seasonal 
fruit flavors swirled throughout. Sweet 
yogurt beverages, mango juice and teas 
are available, as well as beer and wine. 
In the tradition of southern India, 
Praveen serves a great cup of coffee. 

Bombay Duck combines the best of 
India's food traditions and California's 
fresh ingredients to satisfy discriminat- 
ing diners — no joke.
